During the chamber's 
annual Pelham Mayor’s 
Breakfast at the Canadian 
Legion hall Tuesday, he 
said tax figures for Pelham, 
Niagara Region and educa¬ 
tion balance out to a 0.1% 
decrease in residential taxes 
this year. 

“It was a good news 

Town council approved 
tax rates at its Monday night 
council meeting. 

The local tax dollar is split 
with 34 cents going to the 
town, 49 cents to the region 
and 17 cents to education. 

Construction work on 
Pelham St. is “nearly done," 
he said touching on a 
drawn out concern for local 
businesses.

PELHAM — Frustration 
filled the air inside the 
council chamber while rain 
fell on Pelham St. 

A project of a few months 
has turned into almost a 
year, John Wink, Pelham 
Business Association presi¬ 
dent, told town council 
Monday. 

The stores lining Pelham 
St. have seen up to a 50% 
drop in revenue. Some laid 
off employees. Others are 
on the brink of closing, he 
said. 

“The process has taken 
too long," he said. 

The Meridian Credit 
Union manager said in his 
presentation a recession is 

financial quarters of losses. 

"We have been in a reces¬ 
sion since January.” 

The business asso¬ 
ciation and Fonthill busi¬ 
nesses support the project 
to reconstruct the street 
adding new underground 
services, sidewalks, road¬ 
way and burying overhead 

“We need to keep the 
downtown vibrant,” he said. 
“However, closed stores 
help no one.” 

The area becomes less 
attractive to customers and 
the town loses revenue. 

He urged town council to 
put pressure on the general 
contractor and subcontrac¬ 


tors to increase their work 

"There are still three 
hours of daylight after they 
shut down for the day.” 

The most recent delay 
involved Enbridge Gas put¬ 
ting in new lines. 

Enbridge, however, Wink 
said “worked through the 
weekend and were out 
there in the rain today.” 

The business community 
is planning Summerfest as 
a celebration for the end of 
reconstruction and as an 
encouragement for people 
to return to shop in down¬ 
town Fonthill. 

It is planned for Saturday, 
July 23. The PBA fears a lot 
of planning could fall by 
the side if the work isn’t 

Later in the meeting, 
Kelly Walsh, director of 
community and infrastruc¬ 
ture services, said Enbridge 
“threw a monkey wrench 
into the works” when it said 
it would put in new lines. 

However, he said it has 
shorted its estimated work 
time by two weeks and 
should be done by May 27. 

The rest of the work on 
the street should be 99% 
done by the first week in 
July, he said. 

The street will be ready 
in time for Summerfest. 

Similarly, he said the 
Haist St. reconstruction 
work will be complete 
around the third week in 
June in time for Canada 


Day. 

“Both projects will be 

neer said while adding 
the traditional caution for 
outdoor work — “weather 
permitting.” 


Councillors expressed 
their frustration in a 
motion by Ward 2 Coun. 
Gary Accursi and Ward 1 
Coun. Larry Clark, which 
passed unanimously. 

It called on Brennan 


Contracting to commit 
“to the completion of the 
Pelham St. project on or 
before July 8, 2011, and 
that failing this Brennan 
Contracting agrees to 
render the street in a safe 


and walkable condition in 
advance of the Summerfest 
such that the festival may 
be carried out as planned.”

Bell returns home

PELHAM — It may be 
almost 150 years old, but this 
piece of history still hasn’t 
lost its chime. 

For decades the bell at 
Fonthill United Church rang 
out over the Town of Pelham, 

its ornate sound. 

But ringing the 135-kilo- 
gram bell was no easy task, 
which made its replacement 
inevitable. 

The quaint piece of 1863 
history was removed from the 
church in November and an 
electric Carillon system put 
in its place. 

In hopes of preserving the 


bell and all that it represents, 
church member George 
Dewar took on the task of 
having it refurbished. 

“It’s been calling people to 
church since 1863. When that 
bell came down we realized 
something had to be done,” 
Dewar said. The project “has 
been a job of the congrega¬ 
tion,” he said, with many 
people doing their part to 

It was a lengthy process, 
but the bell returned to its 
home last week — looking 
better than ever. 

During its six month 
absence, the bell’s frame was 
sandblasted and painted 
and a new platform built. As 
for the bell itself, its original 


patina remains — keeping 
that beautiful green colour 
that copper only gets with 

The project was made pos¬ 
sible by the Shantz family, 
who donated the necessary 
funds in memory of Arthur 
Shantz — a member of the 
church from 1955 to 2006. 

Jean Shantz, Arthur's wife, 
was at the church to get a 
glimpse at the final product. 

"I think it’s lovely,” she said 
after laying eyes on the bell. 
"I’m very pleased." 

People watched on anx¬ 
iously as a forklift was used to 
transport the extremely heavy 
piece from the back of a truck 
bed to the church entrance. 

The platform was cleverly 


built with castors so the bell 
can be moved throughout 
the church when necessary. 
It was rolled in through the 
front doors and placed in 
its new home — the corner 
of the foyer where it can be 
viewed by visitors. 

A recommissioning of 
the bell will take place on 
Sunday, May 29 following 
service at 10 a.m. All are wel¬ 
come to attend, Dewar said. 

A small plaque will be 
mounted on the platform 
sharing the bell’s history and 
honouring the memory of 
Arthur Shantz.

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Park going 
to the dogs 

I t looks like dog owners barked up the 
right tree this week. 

They approached Pelham town 
council’s general committee with a 
proposal for a leash free dog park. 

John DeFazio, speaking for more than 
200 Pelham and Welland residents, said 
such parks lead to happier, healthier dogs 
and owners. They provide exercise and 
social benefits to both pets and people. 

“Dogs that are exercised and socialized 
are happier and safer pets,” he told 
councillors. 

The group envisions two parks; one in 
Fonthill, possibly in Harold Black park, and 
in Fenwick as a part of Centennial Park. 

“We have counted 199 dog parks in 
towns and cities across Ontario,” he said. 

“The number seems to be increasing all 
the time as communities realize that a dog 
park is a low cost high benefit recreation 
opportunity. The Weather Network now 
has a Dog Park Report” 

Most of the yelping against such parks is 
about not cleaning up after pets and dogs 
fighting. DeFazio said from visits to dog 
parks he found the occurrences "are not 
as common as you would think.” Actually, 
with rules and education a dog park is a 
safer place. 

An ideal size for a park would be about 
four acres to allow Fido and Fifi to run 
free. They could be setup with different 
times for large and small dogs. Dog 
owners would help with the costs through 
donations, volunteer time and annual 
membership fees and grants, DeFazio said. 

The group presented council with a 
package that included a petition, e-mails 
and background information about dog 
parks. It has a website www.facebook/ 
perennials4paws. 

Councillors turned the information over 
to its staff for comment and a report.

Vineland centre builds local agriculture

M embers of the 

Agricultural Task 
Force and regional 
councillors recently visited the 
Vineland Research & Innovation 
Centre. CEO Dr. Jim Brandle 
led the presentation which was 
followed by a campus tour. 

For those who are unaware, 
the site is at the end of Victoria 
Ave. as you turn to the QEW 
ramp. The centre occupies 
a 90-acre parcel and was 
established in 1906. Over 
the years more than 150 new 
varieties of fruits, vegetables 
and ornamental plants have 


been developed. However, in 
past decades the role of the 
research centre diminished. 

In 2006, a Rennaissance 
Panel proposed a brave new 
vision for this centre which met 
with significant support from 
the industry and all levels of 
government. Plans are already 
underway for significant 
revitalization of the centre with 
investment in the renovation of 
the facilities and the addition of 
new facilities. 

Some of the numbers 
provided by Dr. Brandle 
were impressive. The flower 
business in Niagara exceeds 
$250 million. About 99% of 
greenhouse pest control in 
Ontario is achieved through 
biological control rather than 
pesticides. Consumers need 
to be aware that this fact is 
not true for foods imported 


from many countries. There 
are 30,000 migrant workers in 
Ontario with one-third working 
in Niagara. 

It is estimated that ethnic 
food products in the GTA 
amount to $296 million per year 
and Vineland is conducting 
research into production of 
those foods in Ontario.. Most 
trees for Ontario’s highways 
are imported from the West 
Coast and Vineland is using an 
innovative shelter to produce 
the trees here to serve a $10 
million market each year. 

Climate changes kill off an 
estimated $9 billion of food 
each year and Vineland is 
conducting research with 
Raytheon heaters which act 
like inverted microwave ovens 
to prevent frost damage. The 
units called Tempwave cost less 
than diesel operated windmills 



pollution. 

The tour of the facilities 
exposed us to many research 
projects. One greenhouse 
experiment was producing 
drought resistant petunias. 

The big stores are now taking 
products on consignment only 
so if the flowers stay fresh for 
a longer time there will be less 
need to hire staff to water them 
and thereby saving money. 

Another greenhouse 
displayed Hardy Roses and the 
attempts underway to create 
new strains and varieties. 

We saw the CRAVO structure 
which is similar to a greenhouse 
but with an ability to remove 
the roof or walls as required 
thus providing a longer growing 
period for the trees here in 
Ontario rather than importing 

We also saw a Green Roof 
project as well as the Tempwave 
product referred to earlier. 

It is clear that this research 
centre is on an upswing and has 
the potential to significantly 
affect the future of agriculture 
in Niagara and Ontario.

I turned 75 in March. That 
means I probably won’t 
be around to see the worst 
impacts of climate change or any 
other looming environmental 
disasters — or the much brighter 
future that may emerge if we 
get off our butts to address the 
problems. 

I’m also a father and 


grandfather, and because I 
care about my children and 
grandchildren, and all the world’s 
children, I continue to speak out 
about environmental challenges 
and solutions. 

Climate change is already 
having impacts around the 
world. We’ve already upset the 
atmospheric carbon balance, so 
the more we ignore the problem, 
the worse it will get. 

It’s unconscionable that we 
would condemn our children and 
grandchildren to an increasingly 
bleak future, especially when 
there are available solutions. 
Cleaner sources of energy would 
reduce pollution and the health 
problems that go along with it. 
Reducing our reliance on fossil 
fuels would resolve crises that 


threaten political and economic 
stability. 

It shouldn’t be up to young 
people to clean up the messes 
we made. And they will be most 
affected by the decisions made 
today. But because so many 
adults have abdicated their 
responsibility to the world and 
its children, youth are taking 
matters into their own hands. 

One young person in the U.S., 
Alec Loorz, 16, is even taking 
his government to court over its 
inaction on climate change. He 
launched actions against state 
and federal governments to 
have the atmosphere declared 
a “public trust” that must be 
protected. “We will let the 
world know that climate change 
is not about money, it’s not 


about power, it’s not about 
convenience,” he says. “It’s about 
our future. It’s about the survival 
of this and every generation to 

Loorz started iMatter when 
he was 13. He has rallied youth 
to march to raise awareness 
about climate change. He argues 
that children have “the moral 
authority” to ask their parents 
and leaders: “Do I matter to 

It’s a question that deserves 
an answer. For many adults, the 
honest answer would have to be: 
“No, we’re more concerned about 
cheap gas, the economy, profits 
for the fossil fuel industry and 
having more stuff.”
